discloses processes for preparing the present thiophene derivatives which both 
use n-BuLi which is difficult to work with due to its fiammabillty. Additionally both 
processes require chromatographic methods in order to obtain a product pure 
enough. 

The present process does not require reagents which are difficult to work with and 
also simplifies the required purification steps. At the same time the obtained yields 
are comparable to the prior art (cf. present examples).
